Today's decision was of. over- 
riding importance in the con- 
troversy—as old as the American 
Republic itself—over how great 
are the powers of the presidency. 

Truman has repeatedly claimed | 
he has inherent power under the | 
Constitution to seize a private 
industry, or take a wide variety 
of other actions, to safeguard the 
welfare of the nation in time of 
national emergency. 

However Truman had told his 
press conference May 
would abide by the Court’s rul- 
ing and would turn the mills back 
to their owners and then see 
what happens. 

As to what he vould do if the

We are asked to decide

ing the Secretary of Commerce to take possession of and operate 


most of the nation’s steel mills. 

The mill owners argue that the 
President’s order amounts to law- 
making, a legislative function 
which the Constitution has _ ex- 
pressly confided to the Congress 
and not to the President. The 
Government’s position is that the 


order was made on findings of | 
the President that his action was | 
necessary to avert a national | 
catastrophe which would inevit- | 
ably result from a stoppage of | 
in | 


steel production, and that 
meeting this grave emergency the 
President was acting within the 
aggregate of his constitutional | 
powers as the nation’s chief exec- 


utive and _ the Commander-in- | 
chief of the armed forces in the, 
United States. 
Dispute Reviewed. 
The issue emerges here from 
the following series of events: | 

In the latter part of 1951, a dis- | 
pute arose between the steel com- | 
panies and their employes over | 
terms and condiitons that should 
be included in new collective bar- 
gaining agreements. lLong-con- | 
tinued conferences failed to re-— 
solve the dispute. On Dec. 18, 
1951, the employes’ representa- 
tive, United Steeworkers of Amer- 
ica, CIO, gave notice of an inten- 
tion to strike when the existing 
bargaining agreements expired on 
Dec. 31. Thereupon the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Serv- 
ice intervened in an effort to 
get labor and management to | 
agree. 

This failing, the President on 
Dec. 22, 1951, referred the dis- 
pute to the Federal Wage Stabili- 
zation Board (Footnote 1) to in- 
vestigate and make recommenda- 
tions for fair and equitable terms 
of settlement. This board’s report 
resulted in no settlement. On April 
4, 1952, the union gave notice of 
a nation-wide strike called to be- 
gin at 12:01 a.m. April 9. The 
indispensability of stee] as a 
component of substantially all 
weapons and other war materials 
led the President to belfeve that 
the proposed work stoppage would 
immediately jeopardize our na- 
tional defense and that govern- 
mental seizure of the steel mills 
was necessary in order to dssure 
the continued availability of steel. 

Truman’s Order. 

Reciting these considerations 
for his actions, the President, a 
few hours before the strike was 
to begin, issued executive order 
10340, a copy of which is attached 
at the end of this opinion as an 
appendix. The order directed the 
Secretary of Commerce to take 
possession of and operate most of 
the steel mills throughout the 
country. The secretary immediate- 
ly issued his own possessory or- 
ders, calling upon the presidents 
of the various seized companies to 
serve as operating managers for 
the United States. They were di- 
rected to carry on their activities 
in accordance with regulations 
and directions of the secretary. 
The next morning the President 
sent a message to Congress re- 
porting his action. Cong. Rec., 
April 9, 1952, P. 3962. Twelve 


days later he sent a second mes- , 


sage. Cong. Rec., April 21, 1952,

Obeying the Secretary’s orders | 


under protest, the companies 
brought proceedings against him 


in the district court. Their com- | 
plaints charged that the seizure | 


was not authorized by an act of 
Congress or by any constitutional 
provisions. The district court 
was asked to declare the orders | 
of the President and Secretary 
invalid and to issue preliminary | 
and permanent injunctions re- 
straining their enforcement. 
Opposing the motion for pre- 
liminary injunction, the United 
States asserted that a strike dis- 
“ rupting steel production for even 
a brief period would so endanger 
the well-being and safety of the 
nation that the President had “‘in- 
herent power” to do what he had 
done—power “supported by the 
Constitution, by historical prece- 
dent, and by court decisions.” 
Court Actions Set Forth. 
The Government also contended 
that in any event no preliminary 
injunction should be issued be- 
cause the companies had made no 
showing that their available legal 
remedies were inadequate or that 
their injuries from seizure would 
be irreparable.. Holding against 
the Government on all points, the 
district court on April 30 issued 
a preliminary injunction restrain- 
ing the Secretary from “continu- 
ing the seizure and possession of 
the plant ... and from acting 
under the purported authority of 
executive pte No. 10340.” 103 
6 Supp. 569. On the same day 
the Court of Appeals stayed the 
district court’s injunction. Deem- 


ing it best that the issues raised 


be promptly decided by this court, 
we granted certiorari on May 3 
and set the case for argument on 
May 12.

| damages which they might suf- 
fer. While separately argued by 
the Government, these two con- 
tentions are here closely re- 
lated, if not identical. 
Arguments as to both rest in 
large part on the government’s 
claim that should the seizure ul- 


| timately be held unlawful, the 


companies could recover full 
compensation in the court of 
claims for the unlawful taking. 
Prior cases in this court have 
cast doubt on the right to re- 
cover in the Court of Claims 
on account of properties unlaw- 
fully taken by government of- 
ficials for public use as these 
properties were alleged to have 
been. See E.G., Hooe vs. United 
States, 218 U. S. 322, 335-336;

Moreover, seizure and gov- 
ernmental operation of these 
going businesses were bound to 
result in many present and fu- 
ture damages of such nature as 
to be difficult, if not incapable, 
of measurement.

The President’s power to issue. 
the order must stem either from 
an act of Congress or from the 
Constitution itself. There is no 
statute that expressly authorizes 
the President to take possession 
of property as he did here. Nor 
is there any act of Congress to 
which our attention has been di- 
rected from which such a power 
can fairly be implied. Indeed, we 
do not understand the Govern- 
ment to rely on statutory authori- 
zation for this seizure. 


There are two stattftes which 
do authorize the President to take 
both personal and real property 
under certain condition (Footnote 
2). However, the Government ad- 
mits that these conditions were 
not met,and that the President's 
order was not rooted in either of 
them. The Government refers to 
the seizure provisions of one of 
these statutes (Sect. 201(B) of the 
Defense Production Act) as “much 
too cumbersome, involved and 
time-consuming for the crisis 
which was at hand.” 


Moreover, the use of the seiz- 
ure technique to solve labor 
disputes in order to prevent 
work stoppages was not only 
unauthorized by any congres- 
sional enactment; prior to this 
| controversy, Congress had re- 
_ fused te adopt that method of 
settling labor disputes. When 
the Taft-Hartley Act was under 
consideration in 1947, Congress 
rejected an amendment which 
would have authorized such gov- 
ernniental seizures in cases of 
emergency (Footnote 3). 

Apparently it was thought 
that the technique of seizure, 
like that of compulsory arbitra- 
tion, would interfere with the 
process of collective bargaining 
(Footnote 4). 

Consequently, the plan Con- 
gress adopted in that act did 
not provide for seizure under 
any circumstances. Instead, the

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we cannot with faithfulness to 
our constitutional system hold 
that the commander-in-chief of 
the armed forces has the ulti- 
mate power as such to take 
possession of private property 
in order to keep labor disputes 
from stopping production. This 
is a job for the nation’s law- 
makers, hot for its military au- 
thorities. 

Nor can the seizure order be 
sustained because of the several 
constitutional provisions that 
grant executive power to the 
President. In the framework 
of our Constitution, the Presi- 
dent’s power to see that the 
laws are faithfully executed re- 
futes the idea that he is to be 
a lawmaker. The Constitution 
limits his functions in the law- 
making process to the recom- 
mending of laws he thinks wise 
and the vetoing of laws he 
thinks bad. And the Constitu- 
tion is neither silent nor equiv- 
ocal about who shall make laws 
which the President is to exe- 
cute. 

The first section of the First 
Article says that “all legislative |, 
powers herein granted shall be 
vested in a Congress of the United 
States...” After granting many 
powers to the Congress, Article I 
goes on to provide that Congress 
may “make all laws which shall 
be necessary and proper for carry- 
ing into execution the foregoing 
powers of all other powers vested 
by this Constitution in the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, or 
in any department or officer 
thereof.” 

The President’s order does not 
direct that a congressional policy 
be executed in a manner pre- 
scribed hy Congress—it directs. 
that a presidential policy be ex- 
ecuted in a manner prescribed 
by the President. The preamble 
of the order itself, like that of 
many statutes, sets out reasons 
why the President believes cer 
tain policies should be adopted, 
proclaims these policies as rules 
of conduct to be followed, and 
again, like a statute, authorizes a 
Government official to seeincle 
gaté additional rules and regdla- 
tions consistent with the policy 
proclaimed and needed to carry 
that policy into execution. 

The power of Congress to adopt 
such public policies as those pro- 
claimed by the order is beyond, 
question. It can authorize the tak- 
ing of private property for public 
use. It can make laws regulating 
the relationship between employ- 
ers and employes, prescribing 
rules designed to settle labor dis- 
putes, and fixing wages and work- 
ing conditions in certain fields of 
our economy.

Frankfurter’s View. 

Mr. Justice Frankfurter: 

Although the considerations 
relevant to the legal enforcement 
of the principle of separation of 
‘powers seem to me more compli- 
cated and flexible than may ap- 
pear from what Mr. Justice Black 
has written, I join his opinion be- 
cause I thoroughly agree with the 
application-of the principle to the 
circumstances of this case, Even 
though such differences in atti- 
tude toward this principle may 
be merely differences in emphasis 
and nuance, they can hardly be 
reflected by a single opinion for 
the court. Individual expression 
of views in reaching a common 
result is therefore important. 

Appended to the majority 
opinion was the text of President 
Truman’s order of April 8 direct- 
ing seizure of the steel industry.

Out of the’ city, Lehman tele- 
phoned his statement to his of- 
fice:

This 
presents us with the potential of 
a grave crisis, which might be 
one of the gravest in our history, 
with great dangers to our nation- 
al security. ...

Senator Richard Russell of 
Georgia, a candidate for the Dem- 
ocratic presidential nomination, 
had this to say: 

“I. rejoice in this decision by 
the Supreme Court which restores 
the concept that it is better to 
have a law (Taft-Hartley). even if 
it is a bad law than to rely on 
this dangerous doctrine of inher- 
ent powers. I hope it means we 
will stop playing on the Constitu- 
tion like an accordion.” 


Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, sent 
word from the Senate floor to 
reporters, “No comment.” 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Taft’s principal rival for the Re- 
publican nomination for Presi- 
dent, was in conference at the 
Pentagon on military matters and 
was not available to newspaper 
men. 


Typical of the response among 
the lawmakers was the reaction 
of Senator, Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire. 


Senator Hickénlooper (Rep.), 
Iowa, read a news report of the 
court decision to the Senate, 
whéreupon Tobey rose up and 
shouted: “Hooray!”

JUSTICE JACKSON 

“We do not knéw today what 
powers* over labor or property 
would be claimed to flow from 
govérhmegt possession if we 
should legalize (seizure) . .. With 
all its defects, delays and incon- 


veniencies, men have discovered 


no technique for long preserving 
free government except that the 
executive be under the law, and 
that the law be made by parlia- 
mentary deliberations .. . 

“I should indulge the widest 
latitude of interpretation (for the 
President) to command the in- 
struments of national force, at 
least when turned against the 
outside world for the security of 
our society. But, when it is. turned 
inward, not because of rebellion, 
but because of a lawful economic 
Struggle between industry and 
labor, it should have no such 
indulgence.” 

Jackson said the — President 
“heads a political system as well 
as a legal system” and “party 
loyalties and interests, sometimes 
more binding than law, extend his 
effective control into branches of 
Government other than his own 
and he often may win,.as a polit- 
ical leader, what he cannot com- 
mand under the Constitution.” 

“I cannot be brought to believe- 
that this country will suffer if the 
court refuses further to aggran- 
dize the presidential office, al- 
ready so potent and relatively im- 
mune from judicial review, at the 
expense of Congress,” Jackson 
write. 

JUSTICE CLARK 

“IT conclude that where Con- 
gress has laid down specific pro- 
cedures to deal with,the type of 
crisis confronting the President 
he must follow those procedures 
in meeting the crisis; but that 
in the absence of such action by 
Congress, the President’s inde- 
péndent power to act depends 
upon the gravity of the situa- 
a 

Clark said Truman used only 
the Defense Production Act. of 
1950, providing for mediation of 
labor disputes affecting national 


defense, and overlooked the Taft-’ 


Hartley law, by which. he could 
have .secured an_.anti-strike in- 
junction for days, as well as 
the Selective Sérvice Act of 1948. 

“The Selective Service Act.of 
1948 gives the President specific’ 
authority to seize plants which 
fail to produce goods required by 
the armed forces or the Atomic 
Energy Commission for national 
defense purposes.” 


JUSTICE DOUGLAS 
“The fact that it was necessary 
that measures be taken to keep 
steel in production does not mean 
that the President, rather than 
the Congress, had the constitu-. 
tional authority to act... 
“The language of the Constitu- 
tion is not ambiguous or quaili- 
fied. It places not some legisla- 
tive power in the Congress; 
article 1, section 1 says, ‘All legis- 
lative powers herein granted shall 
be vested in a Congress of the 
United States, which shall con- 
sist of a Senate and House of 
Representatives .. .” 
“The President might seize 
and the Congress by subsequent 
action might ratify.the seizure. 
But until and unless Congress 
acted, no condemnation could be 
lawful. 
“The branch of the Govern- 
ment that has the power to pay 
compensation for a seizure is the 
only one able to authorize a 
seizure or make lawful one that 
the President has effected.” 

JUSTICE BURTON 
“The President’s order of April 
8. invaded the jurisdiction of 
Congress . . 

“It violated. the essence of the 
pripciple .of the separation of 
governmental powers... 

“In the case before us, Con- 
gress authorized a procedure (by 
the Taft-Hartley Act) which the 
President declined to follow. In- 
stead, he followed another pro- 
cedure which he hoped might 
eliminate the need for the first. 

“Upon its failure, he issued an 
executive order to seize the steel 
properties in the face of the re- 
served right of Congress to adopt 
or reject that course as a matter 
of legislative. policy.” 

JUSTICE FRANKFURTER 

On at least 16 occasions since 
1916 Congress “deemed seizure 
so drastic a power as to require 
that it be carefully circumscribed 
whenever the President was vest- 
ed with this extraordinary au- 
thority.” 

Under the Taft-Hartley Act it 
was “clearly understood that as a 
result of that legislation the only 


recourse for preventing a shut- 
down in any basic industry, after 
failure of mediation, was Con- 
gress. .. . Congress was very fa- 
miliar with Government seizure as 
a protective measure. 

“On a balance of considera- 
tions, Congress chose not to lodge 
this: powér in the President, by 
the Labor Management Relations 
Act of 1947 (Taft-Hartley). Con- 
gress said to the President, ‘You 
may not seize.’ Please report to us 
and ask for seizure power if you 
think it is needed in a specific 
situation.”

PITTSBURGH, Pa. June 2 
(AP)—The nation has had scat- 
tered steel disputes for a century 
but the great steel wage-price 
controversy of 1951-52 set new 
records for duration, constitution- 
al issues and, werhaps, bitterness. 
The steel industgy ==wore 
swaddling clothes when the first 
walkout occurred more than 100 
years ago. Unorganized workers 
left their job briefly but lack of 
effective leadership and _ unity 
forced the men to drift back to 
work. Similar walkouts broke out 
in 1845, 1849 and 1895 and led 
to formation of the Sons of Vul- 
can, the first steel union. 


The. country experienced sev- 
eral bloody walkouts before the 
CIO United Steel Workers grew 
strong enough to close the indus- 
try so tightly that no attempts 
were made to keep plants open. 

The current steel dispute be- 
gan last November when the mil- 
lion-member union adopted a 22- 
point demand as its new contract 
objective. The USW called for 
an 18% cent hourly wage boost 
for 650,000 members in basic steel 
plants earning $1.90 to $1.95 an 
hour in actual income.

Othef demands were for a guar- 
anteed annual wage, a union shop, 
elimination of geographical wage 
inequities to boost the pay of 
southern workers, improved over- 
time and holiday pay, and revised 
pension and social insurance pro- 
grams. 

Negotiations with United States 
Steel, the traditional leader of 
the industry, and other companies 
got nowhere. 


Last Dec. 17 the union’s potent 
wage-policy committee charged 
the companies had refused to bar- 
gain. The union called for a 
strike Jan. 1 when the old con- 
tract expired. 

A few days later, President 
Truman sent federal mediators to 
talk to both sides. They reported 
negotiations stalemated. So Tru- 
man turned the dispute over to 
the Wage Stabilization Board on 
Dec. 22 and asked both sides to 
continue production to give the 
WSB time to work out a recom- 
mended settlement. 

President Philip Murray of the 
USW called ehis wage-policy 
committee together and won com- 
mittee approval for delaying the 
strike until a special USW con- 
vention could decide the union’s 
course of action. 

On Jan. 4 convention delegates 
voted to delay a walkout until 
Feb. 23 to give the WSB the time 
it needed to hear both sides and 
suggest a solution. The industry 
took a rough going-over first from 
Murray and delegates speaking 
from the floor.

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Taft Questions Military Judgment 
Of Eisenhower on Air Power Issue 


Senator Chavies ‘Deterioration’ of Air Force 
Began When General Was Chief 
of Staff. 


The New York Herald Tribune-Post-Dispatch |

WASHINGTON, June 2—Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
obliquely questioned in a nation- 
wide radio talk yesterday both 
the military judgment of Gen. 
Dwight. D. Eisenhower and the 
wisdom of cheosing Eisenhower 
instead of Taft as the Republican 
presidential candidate. 


Taft devoted much of his half- 
hour address to his thesis that 
the key to American security lies 
in an air power second to none. 
Asserting that the Administration 
has “completely fa.len down” on 
this “principal policy,” he said at 
one point: “There has been a 
steady deterioration in our com- 
parative air power, which began 
while Gen. Eisenhower was chief 
of staff.” The general held the 
post from 1945 to 1948. 


He asserted that the “old fash- 
ioned” military ideas of “land 
generals” are obsolete in the 
atomic age. 

‘Foreign Policy Involved.’ 

“Foreign policy is deeply in- 
volved with military policy,” Taft 
said. 

“There is only one foreign and 
military policy which will main- 
tain our security and our peace 
and our solvency, and that is the 
building of an air power suffi- 
ciently large to control the air 
over this country, over the oceans 
which surround this continent, 
and able to deliver atom bombs 
on Russian cities and manufac- 
turing plants.”

That American defense depends 
on successful defense of Europe, 
and that a war against Russia 
“can be won only on the continent 
of Europe with bayonets.” 

Taft said he would leave the 
present six American divisions in 
Europe until European defense 
grows. , But, he said, if 220,000,- 
000 Europeans “cannot defend 


themselves without our arms, we 


cannot do it.” 


Assails ‘Defeatism.’ 

He said it is “defeatism” to ad- 
mit “that we could not defend 
ourselves, even if continental 
Europe were overrun.” 

“If we are strong in our own 
right,” he said, “many other na- 
tions will be begging to be our 
allies, instead of having our Sec- 
retary of State on his knees ‘beg- 
ging them for an army to defend

He repeated proposals that the 
Yalta agreement be discarded by 
congressional resolution.

Stress Is On Efficiency. 


Today ROK ground forces have | 


more full-strength divisions at the 
front than: the United States 
Eighth Army has combined with 
all other United Nations troops 
on the Korean Peninsula, and 


even now only a fraction of the 
manpower in South Korea is be- 
ing utilized because stress is be- 
ing put on efficiency rather than 
on numbers. 


In the early stages of the Ko- 
rean war the frequent collapse of 
ROK divisions under the weight 
of Communist attacks gave the 
South Korean soldier a largely 
undeserved reputation for unre- 
liability. 

His critics never were able to 
explain clearly why Communist- 
trained troops of the same racial 
stock should possess all the at- 
tributes of good soldiering sup- 
posedly lacking in the South Ko- 
rean soldier. The real answer was 
that the North Korean Communist 
forces had been better trained, 
particularly in the technical fields 
and in assuming leadership, and 
had tanks and fair amounts of 
artillery — which their counter- 
parts from south of the thirty- 
eighth parallel did not. 

Remedies Taken. 


During the last year efforts 
have been made both by the 
United States and the Republic of 
Korea government to correct 
these deficiencies. Some of the 
steps include the sending of hun- 
dreds of picked ROK officers to 
the United States for special 
training courses lasting three to 
nine months; the organization of 
a basic infantry course for all 
ROK divisions regardless of their 
past combat experience, and the 
creation of a Korean “command 
and general staff school” pat- 
terned after the United States 
Army’s famous school at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan. The latter is 
intended to improve the knowl- 
edge and professional qualifica- 
tions of ROK officers between 
the rank of major and brigadier 
general. 

The first large group of ROK 
officers to complete their train- 
ing in the United States has just 
arrived back at the Korean front. 
Most of them graduated from an 
intensive course for artillery of- 
ficers at Fort Sill, Okla. 

New Officer Training Setup. 


In an effort to supply compe- 
tent junior officers to the expand- 
ing ROK ground forces, a new 
system of officer training has 
been established. Officer candi- 
dates begin this after completing 
their basic course and do 10 
weeks of “branch immaterial” 
training before being assigned in 
Korea to a school such as artil- 
lery, signals or intelligence. 

This system is only a temporary 
expedient, for future plans call 
for the Republic of Korea to have 
a military academy with a four- 


year course patterned as closely 
as possible gafter the curriculum 
of the United States Military 
Academy at West Point. Mean- 
while, it is necessary to fight a 
| war. 


On the front lines, the United 
Nations order of battle has been 
arranged so as to give a maximum 
of artillery support to all ROK 
‘divisions. The ROKs already have 
several battalions of 155-millime- 
ter artillery of their own and have 
'put several tank companies into 
ee under American instruc- 
tors. 


Small, Efficient Navy. 


_ The bulk of South Korea’s 
fighting manpower is in its army, 
but the nation also has a small 
but highly efficient Navy of more 
than 10,000 men and 50 ships in- 
cluding frigates, patrol boats and 
shallow draft vessels which have 
been assigned to close in-shore 
patrol and blockade. It also has 
a small air force and a marine 
corps. 


The ROK navy has carried out 
numerous small-size amphibious 
‘landings on its own in the past 
‘along with commando raids deep 
in enemy-held territory.

Own Ordnance Force. 


The ROK forces have a sizeable 
ordnance organization of their 
own in Korea under a brigadier 
general, This has procured 
directly from Japanese industry 
large numbers of commercial 
trucks and other vehicles. At 
least half of the motorized equip- 
ment of the republic’s armed 
forces is Japanese-built, and this 
is doing a good job despite the 
beating it takes from rutted ard 
often almost impassable Korean 
roads. 

Gen. James A. Van Fleet, who 
has taken a particular interest in 
the rehabilitation of the ROK 
armed forces, feels that if the 
enemy should renew the attack 
in Korea or it should be decided 
to take the offensive again, the 
ROKs would in their present 
state of efficiency provide a 
“shining example” to all the 
United Nations forces. Not every 
American officer agrees com- 
pletely with his enthusiasm, but 
most of them will agree that the 
Korean allies of the United States 
have come a long way. 


In his most recent visits to 
Korea, this correspondent noted 
a small but possibly significant 
change in the attitude of Ameri- 
can troops toward South Korean 
units, from what existed in the 
early days of the war. G.Is fre- 
quently referred to Republic of 
Korea units indiscriminately as 
“gook” outfits. You never hear 
the term “gook” used any more 
in Korea, even to describe the 
enemy. For units of South 
Korean troops, the G.I. designa- 
tion now always is “the Rocks” or 
“the Korean Joes.”

This 
criticism arises most frequently in the camp of 
Senator Taft of Ohio. 

Those among the Taft supporters who think 

this sauce is fair for the goose might try using 
it on the gander. They might see how it goes 
when applied to Senator Taft’s own major pre- 
convention fereign policy address, timed as it 
was to cut into the reception for Gen. Eisen- 
hower on the latter’s return from Europe. 
‘ Senator Taft began his nation-wide radio 
speech by asking himself six tough questions— 
a summarizing of the questions he has been 
asked by many people, including voters in South 
Dakota, where he has been campaigning for 
14 delegates in a winner-take-all election. 


A reading of Mr. Taft’s address—or a hearing 
of it for those who listened closely—will show 
that he is specific on his questions and vague 
with his answers. 

* . o 

For example, he asks himself sharply: “Sena- 

tor Taft, what would you do about Korea?” But 
he does not answer the question with anything 
like the crispness with which he asks it. He 
finds no end of fault with the Administration’s 
course in the Far East both before and after 
the North Korean Communists began their ag- 
gression two years ago this month. 
- Yet if Mr. Taft was in the forefront of those 
demanding greater military forces in the Far 
East before Korea, he does not cite the record 
of his votes and speeches to prove it. As for his 
course since the Korean outbreak, it has con- 
sisted chiefly of demanding that the war be ex- 
panded through Chiang Kai-shek to the Chinese 
mainland, a move which would run the risk of 
plunging us all into World War III. 


Another question Senator Taft puts squarely 
up to himself is: “Are you in favor of withdraw- 
ing from Europe?” He answers this by saying 
that certainly he is not in favor of pulling out. 
But he would not have gone in by the door of 
the Atlantic pact; he had a much better ap- 
proach and he has no regret for having been 
one of the last-ditch 13 Senators, along with 
Kem of Missouri, to vote against the treaty 
under which free-world strength is being mar- 
shalled in Europe. 

* . a 

Senator Taft sets great store by the Air Force 
and so do we all. Should an air war come, we 
must be prepared to meet it. But can Senator 
Taft justly claim to have been a front runner 
for the air arm ever since V-E day? And yet 
that is the impression he seems to try to make. 

Moreover his emphasis on the Air Force’ is 
no greater than that of the Administration be- 
fore it became apparent that bombers based in 
the United States would not be enough to con- 
vince the people of France and Italy and Western 
Germany and elsewhere on the Continent that 
we mean business in our stand against Commu- 
nist aggression in Europe. 

There is the same lack of realism if- not vague- 
ness in Senator Taft’s demand for solvency. 
Every citizen is for solvency and one require- 
ment in staying solvent is to hold down infla- 
tion. Yet it was the Capehart amendment— 
sponsored on Senator Taft’s side in Congress— 
which has done as much harm to the control 
program as any one thing. 

When Senator Taft condemns “the utter fail- 
ure of the Truman Administration” he is the 
ambitious politician pure and simple. The Ad- 
ministration of Harry Truman has too many 
faults to be sure, but it has had the services of 
many brilliant and patriotic citizens who have 
accomplished a great deal. To dismiss all their 
work, in this difficult world, as Robert A. Taft 
has done, is to measure them much less than 
the would-be measurer measures himself. 
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From Spite Lines to Spite Dams? 


How thoroughly the people of the United 
States may develop the water power of their 
streams for their own use, under existing laws, 
the Supreme Court has been called upon to 
decide. 

In the Roanoke River Basin of North Carolina 
and Virginia the Army Engineers propose to 
build 11 dams, which: would, among other- things, 
supply REA co-ops with electric power. Now the 
Virginia Electric and Power Co. is trying, in the 
words of President Truman, “to grab the two 


best power projects in the approved ‘federal pro- . 


gram.” The Federal Power Commission has 
granted the company & license to build the first 
of the two dams, Roanoke Rapids, ahd the 
United States Fourth Circuit Court of Appeals 
has upheld the Hcensing. 

Many Americans, particularly farmers, are fa- 
miliar with the spite-line tactics which some ‘of 
the more obstructionist power companies used 
in fighting the Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion. When an REA co-operative planned to serve 
a farming area with electricity, a private com- 
pany would run lines through the more profit- 
able part of the area in an attempt to make it 
impossible for the co-op to serve the remainder. 
Is the same tactic now’ to be applied to whole 
systems of dams? 

It may be that under present law and present 
procedures of staking out federal projects, these 
projects can be scuttled at will by any company 
that wants to build a spite dam. If so, the laws 
and procedures need to be changed. Whichever 
way the Supreme Court decides, the precedent 
will be a sweeping one, involving 74 sites already 
included in basin-wide river plans. ‘The stakes in 
this case are staggering,” as Public Power maga- 
zine observes. “The character and possibly the 
extent of much of the future hydro-electric de- 
velopment in this country may depend upon the 
outcome.” 
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Toward European Unity 

Another hesitant, limited, circumscribed but 
nonetheless definite step toward European uni- 
fication west of the Iron Curtain has béén 
taken at Strasbourg. The Consultative Assembly 
of the Council of Europe has voted for a con- 
tinental federation to control the Etropean 
army now in process of formation. 

The chief purpose behind the politely formal 
language of the resolution is the desire to cre- 
ate a body with sufficient authority to keep the 
German wnits in the new army under inter

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Politics in the Fire Department , 

Quite obviously the St. Louis Fire Department 
is no place for party politics. Yet the Post: 
Dispatch has learned that 30 firemen on the

If these men are not promoted this week, 
they may lose their present eligibility status be- 
cause the current civil service lists will be re- 
placed by new ones after next Sunday. What 
makes the situation even more unfair is the 
fact that for two years these men have been per- 
forming the duties of captains while receiving 
only the pay of regular firemen.

Syngman Rhee’s South Korean government 
has reached a new peak of arrogance by threat- 
ening to oust all United Nations agencies from 
the country.

government. 
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On the Merry-Go-Round 

Senator iennings is engaged in an inter- 
esting test of the “ring around a rosy” tech- 
nique by which federal agencies withhold in- 
formation from the public. 

Six weeks ago, the Missouri Democrat asked 
the Federal Trade Commission to release a re- 
port made by its staff on charges that an inter- 
national oil cartel controls world markets and 
prices. 

The FT@ considered the request. It decided 
tentatively, that the report might be released. 
But first, it wanted to ask the State Depart- 
ment’s opinion. : 

Time passed without action. Senator Hennings 
applied to the State Department. Again time 
passed. Finally he was informed that the FTC 
had taken the matter up with President Truman, 
and that any State Department action must 
wait on the White House. 

More time passed. Senator Hennings has 
now applied to the White House for release 
of the secret report. 

The purpose of this “ring around a rosy” 
game is to tire out the unhappy seeker after 
information. After being batted back and forth 
like a badminton bird for some time, the appli- 
cant is supposed to give up in despair, leaving 
the Government’s secret information locked up 
where thé Government wants it. 

We hope Senator Hennings will not permit 
himself to tire. The original request which he 
addressed to the FTC weeks ago is stilt valid 
and he and the public are entitled to an ariswer. 
Either the FTC oil cartel report should be de 
classfied as a secret document, or an explana- 
tion should be given of why it must be regarded 
as secret. 


Striking Down the Shepherd 

If old John Donne was right about the inter 
dependence of all men—and especially all free 
men—then, there is a bell tolling for us, and 
tolling loudly even if it be in faraway South 
Africa.

But while this is true, it must 
also be said that honest men can 
differ honestly on what to do 
about subversion in this country. 
Some Americans have felt that it 
was important to distinguish be- 
tween the lawful Communist par- 
ty with its dupes and naive ideal- 
ists and the underground appara-; 
tus of espionage and potential 
sabotage. The latter must be con- 
trolled and nullified by the 
trained and dedicated specialists 
of the FBI, 

But since the legal party was 
only a tiny splinter and no threat 
whatsoever to our political sys- 
tem, the normal processes of a 
healthy democracy would have, in 
time, taken care of it, some felt. 
The dupes and the idealists would 
have been drawn away, as they 
saw its real purpose, leaving only 
a few embittered fanatics. 


To convict.men for preaching 
the doctrine of a lawful party 
was to breach the wall of the 
constitutional guarantees that 
safeguard our individual liberties. 
Through that breach would come 
other dupes and fanatics deter- 
mined to eradicate any ideas or 
thoughts not officially approved. 


Volunteer Controllers. 


Those who doubt the present 
approach have been deeply fear- 
ful that once this process was 
begun, the whole structure of 
freedom would .be eroded away. 
The controls applied in the 
Security Act, if SACB finds the 
Communist party is in fact a 
Communist-action group, are not 
unduly harsh. They require regis- 
tration, marking of literature, and 
so on. Members may not hold 
government jobs and they cannot 
obtain passports. These latter 
conditions already apply. 

The hordes of volunteer sub- 
versive controllers around the 
country show no such scrupulous- 
ness as SACB, They define their 
own terms, make their own laws, 
and pass judgment as both pros- 
ecutor and jury. Whether a more 
restrained approach to the danger 
of Communism would have avoid- 
ed this other peril to our liberties 
only history can tell.

He has now 
asked SCAB to subpena from 
federal penitentiaries several 
Communist leaders serving sen- 
tences on conviction of having 
conspired to preach the over- 
throw of government by force 
and violence. 


Political Implications? 


What is more, SACB has agreed 
to issue these subpenas. So short- 
ly we shall see the extraordinary 
spectacle of the leaders of what 
the courts found to be a criminal 
conspiracy testifying to their be- 
lief that the Communist party is 
not subservient to a foreign pow- 
er, as defined in the McCarran 
Act. 

To some observers this will 
seem a pretty elaborate and even 
senseless piece of legalism, in 
view of the fact that the Supreme 
Court has upheld the conviction 
of the 11 Communist leaders. 
Others will see it as coddling 
Communists who have already had 
full opportunity over many 
months to review their rights un- 
der the American judicial system. 

The members of SACB are ap- 
parently themselves fearful that 
this reaction could go so far as to 
project the board and its task 
into the political campaign. As it 
prepares to furnish a forum for 
the Communist party, the board 
has circulated to editors around 
the country a fact sheet explain-

Pontiff Final $ 
national Eucharistic Con- 
gress in Spain. 


BARCELONA, Spain, June 2 
(UP)—Pope Pius XII closed the 
thirty-fifth intérnational euchar- 
istic congress of the Catholic 
Church last night with a prayer 
“that the white lily of peace may 
blossom in our barren and deso- 
late earth.” He warned that cries 
of peace also preceded World War 
II and emphasized that the only 
way to true peace is through 
Christ. 


The pontiff offered his prayer 
in a radio message from the Vat- 
ican to the final session of the 
six-day congress attended by more 
than 300,000 pilgrims from all 
over the world. : 

The Pope’s message was relayed 
by loudspeakers to a crowd esti- 
mated at 500,000 persons who 
thronged the Plaza Pius XII for 
the closing ceremonies. ° 
It was broadcast following a 
solemn eucharistic procession that 
included - papal legate Cardinal 
Federico Tedeschini, Gen. Fran- 
cisco Franco and more than 300 
cardinals, archbishops, abbots and 
high-ranking military and civil 
authorities. 

Speaking in Spanish, the Pon- 
tiff said the word of the lips of 
all mankind today is “peace,” just 
as it was at the last eucharistic 
congress in Berlin which he him- 
self attended as papal nuncio on 
the eve of World War II. 

“The horizon was ominous,” 
the Pope recalled, “and the com- 
ments which were to be heard 
there gave to understand how 
happy the world would be were 
it to follow the exhortations of 
the successor of ‘St. Peter on be- 
half of peace. 

“But that voice was not lis- 
tened to. The whirlwind broke 
with thunderous destruction and 
slaughter and today, once again, 
the anguished cry that comes 
from the lips of all is the same as 
then: ‘peace.’” 

In an apparent reference to the 
Communist “peace” campaign, the 
Pope, cautioned that talk of peace 
is not enough. 

“For some it is nothing other 
than an exterior formality, con- 
sisting of words, imposed by the 
tactics of the moment and con- 
stantly contradicted by their ac- 
tions, so contrary to all that they 
say,” he said.

Dewey injured his hip last No- 
vember when he fell in his 
apartment while playing with his 
two adopted children, Adrienne, 
12, and John Jr., 9. 

Few, if any, men had as much 
influence on educational thinking 
of his time. Dewey’s idea was 
that ‘emphasis should be placed 
on the idividual child rather than 
on the subject. 

“Learning by doing” was his 
basic belief. He though that a 
pupil should learn through. scien- 
tific inquiry rather than have his 
mind stuffed with facts. 

Ideas Aroused Controversy. 

His educational methods 
aroused much controversy, and it 
took about 50 years for them to 
gain general acceptance. Dewey 
continued his educational writ- 
ings almost to the end. 

Dewey’s last major public ap- 
pearance was on the occasion of 
his ninetieth birthday when a tes- 
timonial dinner was given for 
him. 
dinner that a fund of $90,000 had 
been raised by his friends and 
admirers -to further educational 
projects and ideas he had spon- 
scred or espoused. 

He said in a birthday interview 
last year that progressive educa- 
tion had been distorted into a 
belief that he sanctioned unlimit- 
ed freedom from discipline <or 
pupils. He recently criticized the 
practice of requiring teachers to 
take loyalty oaths, but thought 
known Communists should be 
barred from the classroom. 

Dewey has been called an ex- 
perimentalist, a pragmatist and 
an instrumentalist. He himself 
defined his philosophy as a sys- 
tem of thought “based on expe- 
rience (as opposed to dogma and 
tradition) as the ultimate author- 
ity in knowledge and conduct.” 

He tilted a verbal lance with 
scores of opponents in his day 
including anti-Communists, uni- 
versity presidents and Presi- 
dents of the United States, edu- 
eators and churchmen, to whom 
many, if’ not most, of his views 
were anathema. 

Locked Horns With Communists. 

He was considerably left of 
center in his political views but 
his basic core of liberalism led 
him ultimately to lock horns with 
the Communists. 

One of. his many books, “The 
School and Society,” first pub- 
lished in 1899, is regarded by 
many persons as the most influ- 
ential volume ever produced by 
an American, in terms ‘of its di- 
rect effect upon the thinking of 
educators and the revolution that 
— in the public school sys- 
em. ' 

Many of Dewey’s disciples argue 
that while his work in education 
was the most important immedi- 
ate effect of his thinking, the 
ideas embraced in such books as 
“Experience and Nature” will ul- 
timately come to be recognized 4s 
having influenced thinking in 
broader and more profound ways, 

Aspects of His Thinking. 

In summary, one might exam- 
ine three important aspects of 
Dewey’s thinking: 

1, His use of the expression 
“concrete situation”—and his doc- 
trine that all meaningful and veri- 
fiable propositions are relative to 
such concrete situations and de- 
rive their truth from the fact that 
they solve a practical problem 
which the situation presents. 
Thought arises when there is a 
frustration of some kind, and the 
role of thought is to remove the 
frustration and release activity. It 
is this idea of the “concrete situ- 
ation” which is central among 
those who called themselves ‘‘con- 
textualists.” 

2. Dewey was greatly influ- 
enced by Darwin, not only in the 
idea that man has evolved from 
nature but in the idea _ that 
thought itself is a kind of spon- 
taneous variation which survives 
when it fits the environment. 

3. The whole plausibility of the 
Dewey view lies in identifying na- 
ture with the content of science. 
Since the latter changes from 
time to time, so does nature. It 
is this “relativistic” or “subjectiv- 
istic” side of Dewey that provides 
the chief ground of attack by his 
philosophical critics. For he 
seemed to say two mutually in- 
consistent things: Man has 
evolved from nature; but nature 
itself is the product of human sci- 
ence, and changes, with advancing 
science. " 

, Views On Religion. 

In “A Common Faith,” Dewey 
stated thet he regarded super- 
naturalism as the chief curse of 
traditional religion: Instead of 
cultivating any particular religion, 
he recommended religiousness as,

an attitude of mind. This religi- 
ousness means a whole-hearted 
surrender of the person to the 
ideal values which he has dis- 
covered through experience and 
worked into a unity by his imagi- 
nation.

In 1928, he had the following to 
say about immortality: 

“IT have no beliefs on the sub- 
ject of personal immortality. It 
seems to be a subject, being one 
of continued existence, for science 
rather than philosophy, or a mat- 
ter of physical evidence. If it can 
be proved, it would have to be 
along the lines of the psychical 
researchers, and so far I huven’t 
been much impressed with their 
results.” 

Dewey was born in Burlington, 
Vt., Oct. 20, 1859.’ He was grad- 
uated from the University of Ver- 
mont in 1879 and took his doctor 
of philosophy degree from Johns 
Hopkins University. Baltimore, in 
1884, He started teaching at once 
and continued this career until 
retiring in 1930 after 25 years at 
Columbia University. 

He married Alice Chipman in 
1886. They had six children, of 
whom four sutvive. Mrs. Dewey 
died in 1927. He married Mrs. 
Roberta Lowitz Grant in 1946. 
She survives. 

Funeral services will be held at 
the Community Church of New 
York Wednesday noon. 


Dewey was in St. Louis in 
1937, coming here from Mexico 
City where he headed an unof- 
ficial committee which ques- 
tioned Leon Trotsky, then a Rus- 
sian exile, on charges that he 
was a traitor to the 1917 Russian 
revolution. While here Dewey 
spoke before the American Col- 
lege of Physicians.

His 72-hole total was 274, 
five strokes better than Guldahl’s 
winning score, and his eight 
stroke margin over second-place 
Bobby Locke’s 282 has seldom 
been surpassed in the 49 years of 
the Western Open.

If you are m 
a Yorkshire pudding to serve 
the roast you will, of course, use 
some of the pan drippings to line 
the casserole in which the a 
ding is baked. More will be 
poured over this at the table, or 
the remainder may be used for 
the thickened gravy that many of 
us like particularly Well with 
Yorkshire pudding. 

The secret of making a good 
thickened gravy for an oven roast 
is the combination of an equal 
amount of flour with drippings. 
I like to pour drippings into a 
skillet. I mak@sure that some of 
the brown crispy material that 
accumulates in the bottom of the 
roasting pan is included.. Then I 
stir in the flour until the mix- 
ture is perfectly smooth. Next, I 
add a small amount of cold water 
and put the skillet over the low 
heat. I stir vigorously until the 
mixture begins to thicken, then 
I add more water gradually until 
the texture of the gravy is of the 
right thickness. This method 
produces a smooth gravy that is 
free from floating fat. The same 
method can be used for pan- 
broiled or pan-fried meat. 

For a pot roast, I use the same 
method but use only half as much 
fat as flour, as there will be some 
in the liquid in which the roast 
has been cooked and which will, 
of course, be used in making the 
gravy. You may, if you like, mix 
the flour with a little cold water 
and add to the liquid after the 
roast has been removed. But it 
is more, difficult to gauge the 
amount of flour that will be 
needed. The usual proportion of 
any thickened gravy is two table- 
spoons flour to one or one and 
one-quarter cups of liquid. No 
more, and you may use less for a 
thinner gravy. Another method 
that produces just as good results 
is given in the recipe used today. 


Pot Roast Gravy. 


Allow one tablespoon fat to two 
tablespoons flour. When well 
blended, add one cup liquid for 
each two tablespoons flour and 
stir until smooth. Or remove pot 
roast from liquid. Allow one and 
one-half tablespoons flour to each 
cup of liquid. Mix flour thorough- 
ly with twice as much cold water 
to make a thin paste and stir slow- 
ly into the hot liquid. Bring to a 


.boil and boil about five minutes 


until sauce thickens. 
Roast Meat Gravy. 

Remove roast from pan and 
pour drippings into a bowl. Add 
one cup water to the roasting pan 
and stir over low heat until the 
brown bits remaining in the pan 
are dissolved or blended. Meas- 
ure into skillet two tablespoons 
drippings for each cup of gravy. 
Add an equal amount of flour and 
stir over medium heat until 
blended and slightly browned. 
Add the liquid to the roaster and 
stir until smooth. Add more 
liquid until gravy is proper thick- 
néss. Season to taste with salt 
and pepper.

NOTES ON TRELLISES 


VINE-COVERED cottage may 
be a romantic spot in the 
spring but after you've paid 

a few bills for roofing, gutters 
and siding, yod may begin to won- 
der about those vines. 


The average vine, if left alone 
to grow up an outside wall or 
along a roof can do a tremendous 
amount of damage. The best so- 
lution, if you live in a house with 
wood outside walls, is to set the 
vine several feet away from the 
house and let it grow up a trellis. 
Set the trellis a good bit back 
from the wall and keep an eye on 
the vine to see that it doesn’t try 
to jump from the trellis to the 
house. 


The best kind of trellis to use 
here is either one that is set far 
enough away from the wall to en- 
able you to get in and paint or 
repair the wall when necessary, 
or one that can be folded out of 
the way to give you sufficient 
room to work. In any event, be 
sure that there is at least a foot 
or so between trellis and house 
so that both house and vine will 
get plenty of sunshine and fresh 
air, They both need it. 


A trellis should be made of a 
decay resistant wood such as 
cypress or redwood. If you can’t 
get these woods then use a type 
of wood preservative that will not 
be harmful to the growing plants. 
Put your trellis together with

That Word “Prize.” 


fFiEOFFREY CHAUCER, writing 
(| aimost 600 years ago, made 

this allysion to a prize: “I will 
depart my pris, or my prey, by 
deliberation” — “prize” in the 
sense of prey, which would seem 
to have nothing to do with the 
kind of reward which “prize” sig- 
nifies at the present time. 

The connection would have 
been clearer in olden times, in 
those days, when there was al- 
most always a war going on some- 
where in Europe, and the call to 
arms was looked upon less as a 
shocking interference with life 
than as part of the sad rhythm of 
existence, for then “prize” would 
have suggested first of all a 
prize of war; and that is how 
it started. 


In “prize,” as we know it, there 
are echos of the old French word 
for “price.” Suffice it, however, 
in this connection, that “prize” 
comes directly from the French 
“prise,” which is a seizing, from 
“pris,” taken! 


Thus the first “prize” was the 


' thing taken or captured by force, 


as in Chaucer’s allusion to a 
prize or prey!: 

Only later did the sense of gain 
here extend to the idea of a re- 
ward, as a prize won in a lottery, 
and then as an honor—a reward 
to be gained by effort, for the 
most part in, competition of some 
kind. This is the history of 
“prize,” starting with the prize as 
booty won by force.

And so the 10-year-old quoted 
above goes on to tell us about 
how she gets on with members 
of her family: 

“I get along with my mother 
very well. There’s. nothing 
wrong with her and me. She 
doesn’t criticize me at all ex- 
cept to say, ‘Eat your supper.’ 
Sometimes I don’t feel like eat- 
ing all my food and it doesn’t 
feel p@ht to me and something 
insi of me doesn’t want to 
eat it, but my mother says I 
have to. She won’t ‘et me have 
anything different or before I 
go to bed because she says I’ve 
got to get over that. Except she 
usually does let me have a glass 
of milk because that’s good for 
me. 

“IT don’t have time enough to 
get mad at my father because 
he’s not home all day. But if 
Daddy were home I wouldn’t 


say anything about him because 
we would get on well, because I 
think he’s the best father in the 
world.”

SHE CONTINUED: “I sleep 
in the same room with my sis- 
ter; so I’ve gotta get along with 
her. I don’t think she thinks too 
much of me. She thinks I tattle- 
tale on her too much, but I have 
to. When she’s doing things to 
me that’s wrong, I tell Mummy 
and Mummy tells her to stop it. 
That’s the only way she'll stop 
doing it to me. But otherwise 
it’s my fault when:we don’t get 
along. . 

“And most of the time I get 
on with my grandmother fine. 
Other times she tells me not 
to do things and yet she does 
them herself. She says, ‘You're 
always putting your own two 
cents in.’ But once she was in 
the bedroom and my sister was 
talking with Mummy and I put 
my two cents in as Grammie 
would say, and then she put her 
two centsin and I told her and 
she didn’t like it. But I usually 
make up to her because it’s 
usually my fault, and anyway 
that’s a grandmother’s privi- 
lege.” 

Life is usually smooth af ten, 
but do not give the 10-year-old 
all the credit. It is smooth 
partly because he still lives 
pretty much on the surface— 
things do not go very deep with 
him. Adolescence will bring 
more depth—and more prob- 
lems, “
